Very interesting talks were given, 
bringing to the attention of the 
members of the club the State and 
Federal work which is . being done es- 
pecially by Home Economics workers, 
to meet the conditions of the present 
economic situation. Miaa Amidon dis- 
cussed the national ' program. She 
said that the work is carried out on 
a cooperative plan between reli^ or- 
ganizations and educational depart- 
ments, and is called the "Emergency 
Education Progrwn." It has as its 
aims: First, to give relief tiirongh 
work, second,' to help people in needy 
circumstances to make the most of 
their money, third and most impor- 
tant to leave something worthwhile in 
the lives of the people which can be 
carried on and made use of in the fu- 
ture.* 

Mrs. Green Explains State Work 

Mrs. Green explained this program 
as a state measure. She said it really 
was started three years wiHi a 
project on state-wide food preserva- 
tion, which was applicable chiefly to 
rural districts. One phase of the 
program is the Emergency Child 
Health Work, initiated by Gov. Pin- 
chot. Hie purpose of this is the pre- 
vention of ttsdnotri^n in ehlidren, 
resulting from the lowered family in- 
come. The State Medical Society has 
had a large part in sponsoring this 
WMk. 1m addition to a stete commit- 
tee, each County Medical Association 
has a committee. The children are

It is a regretable circumstance that 
Dr. Belknap must ask students re- 
peatedly not to occupy the rear sets 
in Straughn Hall, which are marked 
K){f!|! by ropes. Such procedure i/~an 
andeipated necessity in high schools, 
but it certainly is not expected nor 
etEould it be necessary in dealing with 
college students. Even children 
would realize that the ropes were 
placed there to keep persons out 
rather than to encourage indulgence 
in early nuominil^^ gymnastics. Cer- 
tainly the action cannot be contribut- 
ed to ignorancee. 

We feel that the "rope-hurdling" 
conduct emphad»» l£ie sune type of 
student attitude which neicessiated Dr. 
Straughn's meeting certain students 
to discuss social conduct not long ago; 
namely, that of being aware of the 
correct procedure, but carelessly ig- 
noring it. Fortunately the "hall situ- 
ation" remedied itself— that one sug- 
i gested seemed to have been all that 
was necessary. Some of the same 
hearty cooperation on the "rear seat" 
question would be ja pleasing tribute 
to Dr. Belknap. 

To alleviate conditions and to make 
it unnecessary for late comers to 
either Hcrawl or climb", those arriv- 
ing early should take the seats 
furthest front, thereby allowing ac- 
commodations toward the rear for 
those who must necessarily be be tar- 
dy. T^e filling of seats from the 
middle rather than from the ends 
would also leave convenient places for 
late coih^ to slip into /quite unoiBrt»n- 
tatioosly. 

Jpf course there are many ways of 
combatting the evil. D's might be 
automatically inflicted on all persons 
seen occupying the "forbiden land"; a 
enrollment might be procured which 
iToiild necesitato their use; a detach- 
ment of the 108th mififht be engaged 
for guard duty; a magician or inter-

Radio should &Ler% a powerful in- 
fluence on our speech and tastes. But 
who is there to guide the listener 
through the maze of programs? Here 
is a place where the English teacher 
can help. She can help to set stim- 
dards for t|ie ai^r^Jaiion of radio* 
programs. 

It is well for teachers to know the 
havoc the Amos 'n' Andy program is 
creating in the English language. 
Once I presented a list of words to 
college students and asked tilem 
whether they had ever kettfd the 
words before and whether they had 
used them. There was a tendency on 
the part of those who listened t.) 
Amos and Andy most frequently to 
define all words in the Amos and Andy 
sense. 

The function of radio is to enliven 
and sttottMe^ not _t<t teach. Teachhig 

is the job of the classroom teacher. 

Radio must give us plays, readings, 
information. But the the plays, reiSt 
ings, and information should be com- 
plete in themselves, should constitute 
an artistic unit, — 

The contribution wluch the n^o 
can make to Engli^ teaching are 
these: it 6an aeaeve to illustrate V«r- 
ius phases of instruction by present- 
ing readingrs, plays, examples of 
speech; it can help the teacher cover 
a subject extensively; it can show the 

tc»oher new or varied metiiods of 
teaching, permitting her to observe 
her pupils' reactions to these methods. 

The English teacher can contribute 
to mdio by^1>i^ngtog her ' pupils to 
critical appreciation of values in some 
programs and hazards tlo taste in 
others; she can show pupils what ra- 
dio prognuns mean in t^mr ^ their 
speech,, word choice, and phrasing, 
and, most important, their preference 
for literary and sodal values. Through 
the pupils, she will reaclj' the pia*ents, 
and through both, the broadcaster. 
The influence of the English-teacher 
is of grei^ s^i^fteiOiee. 



AID TO DEBATERS 



A pamphlet entitled Am^can 
Broadcasting should be in the hands 
of all high-school and college students 
debating the _radio control question 
this year. This pamphlet of twenty 
pages contains an analytical study of 
one days output of 206 commercUd 
radio stations ineluding program con- 
tent and adverts ing interr;;ptions. 

It appears from the study that the 
American system, under which the 
broadcasting service is supported 
wholly thru the sale of advertising 
time, is an unsatisfactory makeshift 
and tliat a Amdamental change is in- 
evitable if radio is to render t^e na- 
tion the service which the listeners 
want and to which they are entitled.

Famous Saengerknabe Singers 

At Straughn Hall February 21st. 



Performing operettas in costume, 
including even the feminine roles, the 



Vienna saengttFknaiie, an ancient 
organization of boy singers whose 
average age is twelve years old, will 
appear in Straughn Hall at Mansfield 
State Teachers College at Mansfield, 
Peiv^ mi Feb. 21, f ^%r~^ 

Famed throughout the musical 
society of Europe for their guileless 
preisence and their bell-like, boyish 
voices, they will present a repertoire 
that includes arias and choruses of 
Wagner, Schubert and Mozart, selec- 
tions from operatic works af Humper- 
dinck, Hayden and if ozart, as well as 
national c h o r u s e s and C9a*ist«ui8 
songs. 

The home of the Saengerknaben is 
Vienna where they dwell in the old 
Ilofburd, the Imperial Palace that 
was built in the eleventh century and 
in whose chambers once breathed the 
nobttity of the HapsbmF!g'-«l3rna9ty. In 
airy, light-flooded rooms overlooking 
the distant hills of the Wiener Wald 
(Vienna Woods of the famed Strauss 
wialtz) tile Saengerknaben pursue 
their musical studies the year around, 
academic tutors to provide them with 
eating and sleeping- there, with 



secular education, and with a rich 
tradition of musieal achiev^eiTt^at 

In 1498, Emperar Maximilian 
founded the Saengerknaben when he 
decreed that the Vienna Court Orches- 
tra should have a choruse of singing 
boys. It was formed under state pro- 
tection and has continued ever since 
althouii^ with thie. additional func- 
tion of performing costume operas. 

It was not until quite recently that 
the organization conceded to an in- 
creasing demand that they appear in 
public concerts. Their tours were en- 
larged to include nearly every coun- 
try in Europe where the unique qual- 
ity of their performances were unani- 
mously acclaimed. 

Last spring, they were invited to 
appear at the Va^aa and so satislac- 
tory was their impression upon Pope 
Pius XI, that they were presented with^ 
a parchment testin^omal by His HoU- 

It is their custom, when departing 
on a journey from Vienna, to sing 
a farewell chorus' Dor their admiring 
followers in the railway station. They 

are accompanied on their American 
tour by their rector,^ a musical direc- 
tor and-a-xnuse. ^ — ~ — -

Prof. Strait Retires 
After Years of Service 



The completion of the semester on 
January 20 marked the end of a long 
period of educational service for Prof . 
George W. Strait, head of the Depart- 
ment of Biological Science at Mans- 
field State Teachers College. He an- 
nouticed his.- intention of retiring 



The Kutztown "Keystone" submits 
their candidates for the "world's 
meanestj peope", as "those persons 
who Tiave been systematically robbing 
the school library of costly volumes 
which were acquired only by strict 
economy of officials laboring under 
tre^iendous financial difficulties." As 
a result lof this pilfering .tha. library 
has been forced to put into effect the 
following «ferick regulations: "i. No 
students may go to the reserved 
shelves; 2. Any student wishing to use 
a book in this portion of the library 
£©f i^erenee, ffiust look up call num- 
ber and give same to librarian who 
will procure the volume. 3. Any stu- 
det %Witt4rto withdray a book roust 
go through the same procediure." 

We, at Mansfield, are indeed for- 
tunate in having an open-shelf libra- 
ry at our disposal. We are fortunate, 
in that, the dishonest appropriation of 
books similar to that at Kut^wn has 
not reached such proportions as to make 
it necessary to bar students from the 
ishehres. However, even Mansfield is 
not entirely free from these "para- 
sites" Every yefir a few volumes are 
missing, especially from the reserve 
shelf, for a short or indefinite period 
of time. As the Keystone states: 
"Probably those people who take the 
books are not the ones who make the 
best use of them or get the most out 
of them. Yet, to saisfy a selfish whim, 
hundreds of earnest students aradous 
to derive - ben e fits from th es e works- 
are "denied the use and knowledge that 
they paid hard earned money to re- 
ceive.** 

We do not mean to imply that the 
situation in om- own library is at all 
alarming. Unofficially we are un- 
aware of any serious loss. However, it 
-might be well to profit by the expe- 
rience of the students at Kutztown. It 
is far better for one to check the ac- 
tions of oneself bef <M*e it becomes nec- 
«i8bary for Wese actions to be checked 
by some one else.

Professor Strait was one of the 
most popular members of the fiiculty 
and the students always called him 
"Daddy" Strait without the slightest 
hint of disrespect He was the eldest 
member of the £^culty^ being sixty- 
nine years "young" — a true word 
characterization of his personality. 
There is no question that tall and 
usually hatless figure as well as his 
che«ry smile and word of grec^ng will 
be missed on the campus. 

Professor Strait is a graduate of 
Mansfield State Normal School and 
did graduate work in Syracuse Uni- 
versity and in the University of Mich- 
igan. He "kept" school fw many 
years in Tioga county and taught in 
Cazenovia Seminary for eight years. 
He accepted his position at Mans- 
field in 1912 where he remained till 
his retirement. During part of his 
career at Mansfield he was Dean of 
Men and he was recognized as the 
head of tlie Ileputment of Biol<n?ical 
Science. 

A record number of the faculty did 
honor to him at a diner. It was the 
annual birthday dinner served by the 
ladies of the Methodist Church. In- 
cidentally it was fitting as a birthday 
farewell dinner and as a birthday 
"dinner, for I^o?essor Strait wa^^ 
on January 27. The faculy sat at four 
long tables attractively decorated for 
the winter season. Hie climax of the 
dinner came when a large birthday 
cake was presented bearing one laree 
candle for the first fifty years and 
nineteen smaller ones for each yeair 
after. This dinner was a fitting cul- 
mination of a successful career, but 
"Daddy" Strait, himself, will never 
be forgotten.

Mr Cornish conveyed the idea that, 
at any rate, the literature of to-day 
is eonsid^mbly sane, and obviously 
more conventional than the output of 
about ten years past which was the 
other far swing of the pendulum from 
the suppoej^ moral puderies of the 
Victorian Era. The crede O'f this decade 
was sex feedom or projection, revolt 
against viotorianism and tearing down 
of Puritanism anti-prohibition, the 
idea of "I am not my brothers keeper" 
religious secpticism, intolerance of the 
borgeoise and of conformity, fear of 
the machine and mass production, and 
lastly, "debunking", or tearing down 
of ideals. This was expressed in the 
derogatory biographies of Washington 
and Lincoln, etc., which, if they were 
true, proved only that these national 
figures were human. 

Mr. Cornish thinks that the normal 
youth of to-day has discarded this 
attitude in favor of a leas blaze and a 
franker outlodk on life.

THE 4-H CLUB WORK 
The 4-H Club wwrrk is an intergral 
part of^e coropfflrative extension pro- 
gram of the Department of Agricul- 
ture. The Smith-Lever Act of 1914 
made it possible to integrate the var- 
ious extension policies in operation 
throughout the country and to provide 
leader^ip for the development of 
clubs for, boys and girlsr ikm^ w^ 
called the 4-H Clubs because of the 
purpose of the organization, the aim 
of whicSi is to train the boys and girls 
in the 4 IFs — in the head, heart, 
health, and hands. Thinking and rea- 
soning; sympathetic attitudes toward 
the work and towani one's fellows; 
the improvement of health for effi- 
ciency and enjoyment; the discipline 
of manual labor and skilled work and 
true sctvice — ^these are tihe four baaic 
features of the organization. The em- 
blem of the club is a four-lear clover 
with an H in each leaf. 

All^ough some oib agents are pro- 
vided, the work is iaaally under the 
the direct charge of county extension 
agents, who are aided by local leaders. 
Many of the leaders have themselves 
been through the club program as 
members and as junior leaders and 
have, therefore, received taraining in 
the special courses and summer camps 
provided for this purpose. 

The activities of the cli^s take their 
cue from their own eounly exttfietaa 
program which is based on studies of 
local agricultural needs. In this way 
the^ young people are drawn into the 
efforte of the adi dts to im p rove t heir 
own work and conditions. The activi- 
ties consist of demonstrations carried 
on efM^ wngly w by groi^ and al- 
ways with the espert guiduiee «Kf ma- 
ture leaders. 

The inspiration and encouragement, 
which the 4-H work has been able to 
instill into a depressed^ occupation, are 
enthusiasticaly vouched for by rural 
leaders everywhere. Contact with ex- 
perts and with peraonaliitieB of relar 
tively higher culture and broader out- 
look has meant a great deal, especial- 
ly to those who are not in school at 
the time of their dub membership. 
Until 1927 there was no pledge or 
other formal method of acknowledging 
membership.

The Department of Public Instruc- 
tion at Harrisburg has approved 
Mansfield's affidavit for student re- 
lief. The State Emergency Relief 
Board, which convenes February 28, 
now 1ms the application which re- 
quests $900.00. The Relief 'Board de- 
termines the appropriation based upon 
tiie^request and needs outlined in the 
application. It is hoped by our col- 
lege executives to have the Board's de- 
cision before the end of the week. 

Until the definite amount of the 
sum allocated to us b known, only 
tentative plans are available on the 
distribution of the money. Dr. 
Dough ton, who is in charge here at 
the coUege,^ has arrangr^ foFprflim- 
inary work to put the program in op- 
eration immediately following the 
Board's decision. Th«n, farther de- 
tails available, he hopes to assimilate 
all needy stu4ents. College officials 
hope to aid students of good charac- 
ter and stronflT ability luid from these 
students those who are in need of fi- 
nancial aid. The work will be divided 
equitably among the afexes. HStoidents 
will be allowed an average earning of 
about $15.00 per calendar month at an 
hourly rate of 30c. This available aid 
is not affiliited viih tiie CWA. 

Students appointed may be assign- 
ed to work in the library, do clerical 
work, perhaps some research and a 
possihili^^f additional aid in the 
dining room. No CWA college men 
will be appointed unless the CWA 
should suspend operations.

WHO'S TO BLAME 



Is honesty the best policy in the 
classroom? We reply virtuously that 
honesty is the best course oif conduct 
anywhere, but "actions speak louder 
than words", and cheating in the 
class room has re^hed uiAeard of 
proportions here at Mansfield. 

This editorial is the crystalization 
of months of investigation and medi- 
tation. Most replies to inquiries on 
cribbing and copying center around 
similar thoughts. My recent experi- 
ence as student teacher at the J'unior- 
High Sdiool aided in giving me an- 
other approach to the subject. My 
convictions, then, are based upon ex- 
perience as a noYicf teacher and as 
a student. My desire is to impress 
upon authority understanding of cer- 
tain truths, but I make no claim to 
final ^ncltisions. 

A recent survey in one of the grades 
at the Junior H&gh School revealed 
that students were inclined toward 

r 

chMting. This frank admission on 
the part of the students is merely a 
voice in the wilderness. More star- 
tling evidence of cribbing is apparent 
here at the college. 

This feeling toward the situation 
was climaxed recently because of ob- 
servations made during Uie mid- 
semester exams. And, because we are 
"marked" on comparative basis, why 
must a few seekers of truth be* de- 
nied tlMir fspiriitions, and conse- 
quently devel6p a feelini^ of indiffer- 
ence? 

If we trace dieating bade to the 
home the argument ot heredity and 

envirdnment confronts us. Also, we 
may have the attitude today that any- 
hing* is all right if we pan gcA by with 
it. With these thoughts as a back- 
ground, and with our educa^nal sys- 
tem streisilng the final grade, and the 
written test having grades as its sole 
purpose, all leads us to the simplest 
way— <;heating. College students con- 
sider dieating clever, even though es- 
sentially dishonest. Large classes are 
conducive to cheating. Term papers 
and note-books of dismaying length 
and doubtful value are responsible for 
wholesale cribbin|f. 

Undoubtedly the stream of protest 
. against dieating will rise until some- 
day' Uie current V will reach its maxi- 
mum strength and eliminate the 
causes for this unfair situation. Mans- 
field is a laboratory witfarliuman be- 



ings as its mateml. 
the first grader in the M-odel School 
an all enterMg Freshmen in the col- 
lege and put them on their honor rath- 
er than woming them of dire conse- 
quence of copying. I suggest this be- 
cause I believe each student is built 
of moral integrity and ,if not subject 
to an unnatural environment and con- 
ditions, wilUprove his integrity. 

I have discussed my point of view, 
explained my authority^ but I do not 
wish to be interpreted as having tend- 
ed toward dogmatism. The 
for the publication of this editorial is 
a cry for truth and a show-down.

Nine bound volumes of the Wells- 
boro Agitator covering weekly issues 
from 1877 to 1894 were recently pre- 
sented to the State Teachers College 
library at Mansfield, Pa., by Miss 
Anna Barnes of Wellsbdro, Pa. Miss 
Barnes' father was one ^tlie early 
editors of the Agitator. 

The volumes are in good condition 
and are complete with the excerption of 
one or two issues for the period of 
seventeen years. The styles portrayed 
in the^Uustrations and advertisments 
are quaint &nd interesting. As a direct 
source of historical reference these 
papers are invaluable. An interesting 
article written about the teachers col- 
lege fifty-seven years ago follows. 
(Wellsboro Agitator, February, 23, 
1878) 

STATE NORMAL ITEMS 

Mansfield, February 23 1878. 
Mustaches are at high premium here, 
one would thiidc, judging from the way 
they are cultivated in thte histitution. 

Tlie sleighing has. been improved 
by our woodmen, and a nice lot of 
wood has b^en delivered m,„the rear of 
north building,^ aiid corded up,; to dry 
for the coming year. 

Yesterday, being the one hundred 
and forty^ixth amiiversary of the 
birth of Washington, was verw ap- 
propriately celebrated by the students 
with orations, recitations, declama-/ 
tions and a po^ approprite tp the 
occasion. In the evening the annual 
entertainment by the Normal Literary 
Society was held in Union Hall with 
batter success that was -anticipated by 
the members, who feared the effects of 
the bad weather. The net proceeds 
amounting to about $76. Another 
drama is to be produced tonight. 

These old papers are filled with 
authentic accounts of news in the 
northern tier of tiie itate and will no 
doubt beconie an important source for 
local historical reference to the 
students and faculty. 



Phi Sigma Pi held its February 
meeting Wednesday, the 14th, at the 
Home Tea 3hop.

After the lunch and the business 
meeting, Dr. Belknap gave a very en- 
reason tertaining-^talk about Robert Frost, the 
New England poet. His talk was de- 
lightfully informal, interapersed with 
severld short poems, one of whidi he 
had recently received from the poet. 

Robert Frost "Flunked" out of col- 
lege several times. 'However, his wife 
finished her college education— for 
their mutual good, apparently. Later 
he went to England and farmed there, 
constantly writing poetry which he 
sent to publishers. Regularly and con- 
sistently it was returned to him. 

He returned to this country and con- 
tinued liU farming operations on a 
small scale. He owned a "one cow 
farm" so to speak. Perhaps Mr. Frost 
didn'^t worry too much about the 
farming, for he seemed to feel that it 
W8S "The Time To Talk" whenever a 
neighbor stopped at the edge of a 
field, ^though the corn needed ^loe- 
ing ever so badly. 

However, after he had "made" his 
nublic, his reputation as a poet rap- 
idly grew, and his occupation is quite 
evident in his poems as the titles "The 
Cow In Apple Time," "The Last 
Mowing," etc., show. Robert Frost 
uses ^e simple ai^ the commonplace 
in his poetry, and has caught the spir- 
it of New England. "To read him is 
like a visit home,?? says Dr. Belknap. 
He shows gn^eat courage in what he 
has written, and says things which 
others have thought, but have failed 

or fearedTo Say.

Now I should like to call attention 
to several books which might be said 
to fall between the two classes above 
mentioned: First a great novel, Jean 
Christophe, .by Remain- Roland. The 
reader wKo, after long perusal (for 
this book IS long), comes to the end; 
at last, has had a marvelous and un- 
forgetable experience, has lived an- 
other life — and has enriched his omu 
Those in particular who are lovers of 
music and, more particularly still, 
those who perform on any musical in* 
strument or f eel the creative impulse 
of composition will receive a magnifi- 
cent inspiration from thej reading of 
this one of the world's masierpieces in 
the fidd of fiction. 

For some of those who must read as 
th^ run, as tiae saying goes, may we 
reoommend two thrilling and tmusual 
sea stories: The Innocent Voyage, by 
Richard Hughes (a pirate story Jihat 
is "different")! and Mutiny on the 
Bountyrby James N. Hall and Charles 
Nordhoff.

take effect about the middle of March 
on the Teimis Cour£~3PVoject.

letic field. Therefore, unless re- 
visions are made, Mansfield will not 
have its own athletic field. CWA 
wages have been cut from 50c to 40c 
per hour.

In the February issue of Practical 
Home Economics is to be found a very 
interesting article by Elizabeth Dyer 
of the University of Cincinnati, en- 
titled "Teaching Money Manage- 
ment." The past four years have dem- 
onstrated what happens when a de- 
mocracy is uninformed about its mone- 
tary system. That we are a nation of 
economic ilUterates cannot be qnes- 
tioned after our es^riences of the 
past year. 

There has been a lack of instruc- 
tion in our {public schools in regard to 
money. This is especially serious in 
view of the fact that the economic 
order of the twentieth century has 
made mdney the most important of 
our social tools. 

As a student observed not long ago, 
"Howis it pos^BIe^l^iat members of 
the United States cabinet cannot 
agree concernnp: whether we are on 
or off the gold standard? llow can it 
^ 4ibat baxdcOTs do not seem to 
know it is all about? Why can't 
money be made understandable?" * 

The answer to this question has 



been snfiigested bj^ fir. .^rlfc A^ 
economist <^ -thi Chftse Nsticmal 
Bank. " 

"Economic life as we have known it 
has been, in large measurei an uncon- 
scious tojr In ^ sense i*)ai no inind 
or no group of minds has seen the 
whole picture, and certainly no one 
mind or group of minds has directed 
the whole picture. Intelligence runs 
through it, but it is the intelligence of 
individuals or organizations seeking 
their own particular wages or their 
own particular profit, seeing their own 
sources of supply, seeing their own 
markets, but not seeing with any 
i^rrat cleame$g iKe mwisaaents of the 
system as i ^hole. 

^"llome Economics teachers can con-^ 
tribute to a better understanding of 
money and money management. Home 
economics courses in foodft and nutri- 
tion, textiles arid clothing, family re- 
lationships and' child care are more 
and more x:onsidering the economic 
aspects^ of these subjects. Selection 
.and buying are now deemed as im- 
portant as the development of skills. 

Money management is far more 
than budgeting, although planning 
iina recording of expenditures are an 
uiiportant consideration. Preliminary 
to budget-making, however, must be 
an understanding of th« elementsi of 
money, credit, banking and investing. 
W ho or what issues money, controls or 
expend it; what are sound controls 
of credit; what is wise banking; what 
is safe investment? 

Most of our boys and tgirls will 
never be exposed to a college course 
111 economics, but, if they are, the 
course will mean a great deal more 
to them if they have acquired a vo- 
cabulary in high school that will fa- 
miliarize them wi<& ecoiKHnic ta:tns.

We know that boys |ind girls can 

never be expected to make wise adult 
decisions unless this ability has been 
developed from early cEildhood 
through experience with an increasing 
responsibility for making decisions. 
■ May it not be that ^ome of the^iia- 
couragem^t of teachers with pupils 
apparent to 9afS^m^§^ 

judtrment and assume management re- 
sponsibility can be laid to a similar 
failure to recognize the need ' for 
gradual development of an ability to 
make decisions? In other words, have 
we as teachers given adequate atten- 
tion to the development of managerial 
ability on the part of pupils through- 
cut all of our teaching, or have we 
relegated the teaching of manage- 
ment only to the guidance we can 
give to individual home projects and 
to a unit which we have called home 
management ? 

In the development of il^s abUity 
one should keep clearly in mind the 
meaning of management in its rela- 
tion to home making. The following 
quotation i^ma a paper presented by 
the representative of the American 
Home Economics Association at the 
Fifth Inleruatioimt Management Con- 
gress: *'If we hold that the real' pur- 
pose of home and family life is the 
optimum development of the individ- 
ual members of the family, the prob- 
lem of " household management be- 
comes one of utilizing the family re- 
sources of money, goods, time, and

It is rather difficult to attempt a 
brief review of this book because it is 
so different from the fiction with 
which bookstores are now being floods 
ed. The average 250 or 300 page novel, 
for example, "Never Ask the End" by 
Isaac Patterson, is imbedded in "An- 
thony Adverse" as merely an inci- 
dent, or thread in the plot. "The 
Journey of the Flame," popular just 
now, is wiol^ar novel which might be 
compared to Book IX of Anthony's 
adventure. 

In contrast, if it is; compared to 
some of the longer novels. Gals-. 
wortA^ /TlM FtHTsyOie Wtif^ or 
Walpole's The Herries series for ex- 
ample, Jt is found to comprise such 
a variety of environments, such a di- 
versity of types, as to dwarf tibe oth- 



ers into%e porteai^^^ « lo^ s^m^ 
Yet it possesses sanA unity of spirit 
and plot as to make the English auth- 
ors seem to suffer by comparison. 
One must go back to Balzac to find 
novels which compare with this in ~ 
lusty adventure and in the variety of 
types portrayed. 

The story is built, U]^ of a.^fe^pifince 
of threes. There are three plots, three 
philosophic trends, three loves, and 
tljree i>rincipal sc«ies: Southern Eur- 
ope' West Africa, and Southwest 
North America. The date of the story 
is in the later 18th and first decade 
f the 20th century. Such histiNrieal 
events as Napoleon's Consulate, ijie 
African Slave Trade, the purchase of 
Louisiana, the Spanish rule in Ct^a 
and Mexico, are vividly portrayed. 
The whole historical period is clothed _ 
with the flesh and blood of real men 
and women who live in places de- 
scribed with the realism of a Dreiser. 

But the characters do more than tell 
a story. Their lives are typical of lives 
everywhere and at any time. And 
Anthony finds peace, in the end, in a 
mystical philosophy which gives mean- 
ing to his life and those of any who _ 
learn t he leslBon^ Ti fr $» he learned^ ~ 
it.^-€eoi^ A. Bet»n.

(c) they begin to analyze various 
management problems on the basis 
of complexity, interest and import- 
ance to ttie pupil, (d) they recognize 
that, theyi must not only help pupils 
secure facts' bearing on any problem 
but must also hdp in the e^oation 
of these facte.

One of the most persistent prob- 
lems confronting society, and one 
which directly affects the standard of 
living In e^fjr hoxne, is the problem 
of consumption. A program which 
s ts out to increase consumption on 
such a wide basis as does the National 
Recovery act, becomes of immediate 
concern to the home economics group. 
■"While the consumer group is a com- 
plex group and plays a dual role, in 
that many consumers are producers or 
are wage earners directly affected by 
the conditions existing within the 
prochacer group, we do know that the 
homemakerg of America are the domi- 
nant members of the consumer group. 
We have long been concerned with the 
problems of d&Kariminating consump- 
tion in the home economics curricu- 
lum; but it suddenly becomes a prob- 
lem of major inportance, a problem 
which must receive much greater em- 
phasis throughoiit) the educational 
program, and one which has signif- 
icant implication for this grou^. 

Tremendous pressure is being ex- 
erted^ jmon the ffttnijrmftr to increase 
' purciiwtfng; the>^^gnens which the 
consumer grotip make in regard to in- 
creased purchasing will definitely af- 
fect the standard of living in the 
Am^can home. The decisions will 
also have a profo m id i^e ffect upon in- 
dustry. Froni one point of view the 
consumer may be said to occupy a 
strategic position, but from amKAnr 
point of view his position may be re- 
garded as extreniely vulnerable. In- 
dustry and labor* are xapidly organ- 
izing on a tremendous scide, but very 
little tendency for organization of 
consumer groups and a growing ten- 
dency to view the consumer as **the 
forgotten man" is found. A result of 
t his feeling and because of the Jm- 



portance of the consumer atl^v^e to- 
ward the recovery progrfltt|^ #ti' gov- 
ernment has established the "Con- 
sumers' Advisory Board," an agency

FURTHER DEFENSE 
Outside of the food, nothing re- 
ceives so much adverse criticism from 
the students as the movies^ Com 
plaints are constantly being made of 
the choice of films, frequency of 
showing and the manner in which they 
ar6 projected. Most of the criticism 
is entirely unjust as it fails to allow 
for difficulties over which those in 
charge have no control. 

To anyone who has made a careful 
study of the situation, it is very clear 
that the films this year haxe been an 
improvement over those of past years. 
At that time the college was able tu 
procure attractions from four compa 
nies exclusively, which unfortunately 
did not include several of the larger 
prodOcers, such as Fox, Warner Bros., 
etc. The films were booked directly 
and were chosen rather haphazardly 
from the~Small list available. 

This year through the courtesy of 
Mr. Myers, of the local theatre, a more 
satisfactory system is possible. While 
providing a greater , selection, the 
present plan, however, is still far 
from Utopian and does not make all 
of tlie photoplays on the market 
available for the college. Xhere are 
several reasons why many pictures 
cannot be secured. " L_ 

1. The tet^t releases cannot be se- 
cured because they are released on a 

"-percentage basis to commercial thea- 
ters only. This eliminates great num- 
bers of the vast film store. 

2. Of the numbers remaining, many 
are not considered suitable and are 
not desired, which narrows the field 
still farther. 

3. Difficulties are experienced in se- 
curing final selections on the date 
iiiwnted. The newer and more attrac- 
tive films are desired by theaters for 
the _week-end attractions and as 
they cannot be transported here and 
back to the exchange in Philadelphia 
for redistribution, the college is hand- 
icapped. , ' 

4. - College can only secure films 
that have either been shown or re- 
fused by the local theater. 

The administration admits that ac- 
cording to student reactions, several 
of their choices were not thoroughly 
enjoyed, although they came highly 
recommended. Still, the administra- 
tion should not be held responsible for 
conditions which the releasing agen- 
cies control completely and over which 
they exercise a strict surveillance. Al- 
lowances must be made by both the 
Ktudeuls and, faculty alike. "

ADVISES HOME ECONOMIC STU 
DENTS IN SEVERAL 

It was indeed a privilege for the 

Home Economics Department to have 
as their guest for three days Dr. Hel- 
en Judy Bond, Associate Professor in 
Gdumbia Univendty. Dr. Bond is a 
graduate of the University of Iowa 
and received her M. S. and Ph. D. at 
Colunibia. Her special fields of in- 
terest are Home Management and So- 
cial Problems of the Family. She has 
had published a book entitled "Trends 
and Needs In Home Mani^ment." 
Chapel Appearance 
On Monday, April 9, Dr. Bond gave 
a talk in chapel on "General Educa- 
tion or Education Without End." Ev- 
eryone is confronted with the problem 
of making choices from the cradle to 
the grave, and he should make choices 
which are worthy of being carried on 
through the yearg. In summarizing 
some of the values of education we 
find the f (blowing points: 

1. Education helps jjl to make 
choices. 

2. Education is the development of 
f£e ability to iheet ^^ieH^^cies suc- 
cessfully. 

3. Education helps to give us di- 
rection in what we are doing. 

4. Education will develop a strong- 
hold of judgement so we can evaluate 
things. 7-^^ 

Education is a- ibontinuous process 
and never complete . Even though 
there are 202,000 unemployed, well- 
trained teachers, which is a serious 
situation, it does not mean that their 
education was in vain for they will be 
much better fitted for life. A good 
motto to follow is "Be not the first of 
whom the new is tried, nor yet the 
last to set the old aside." 

In closing Dr. Bond gave as her 
wish for Mansfield students, "May 
you choose a rose to express beauty, 
a Bible for moral uplifting,and educa- 



. Addresses Home Economics Groups. 
On Monday afternoon at one o'clock 
"Dr. Bond gave a t&lk before the Home 
Economics group on Home Manage- 
„ment . in ! General or as she called -it 
"Common Sense Applied". Scientif- 
ic management looks like a bijg word, 
but if it were only used more its prac- 
tical side would be seen. It is really 
analyzing your work or thinking 
through what you have to deJ^ltaMnap- 
ping out your day's plans,' first look 
at the day as a whole. Then analyze 
it, breaking it up into units, and fin- 
ally put it back togeUier as a unified 
whole. 

Scientific Management may include 
job analysis, time study, -a study of 
motion, energy, personality, and stan- 
dardization. In undertaking any tasks 
there are certain steps to be taken: 
(1) have a purpose in mind, (2) anal- 
yze your work, (3) make plans, (4) 
execute the plans, (4) evaluate your 
results. 

One may ask, "What is the good of 
all this?" Scientific management has 
many values: - _ ; 

1. It inables one to save time, ener- 
gy and money. 

2. Trains us to plan ahead and t3> 
compare our results. ~ 

3. It helps us to form and use 
judgment in things we do. It makes 
us master of our situations. 

4. It helps to sell us to our job. 

5. It makes us studjT metbo«ki, de- 
vices and results. 

6. It leads us to aig .accepted way 
of doing things or ^ndardization. 

pn Monday afternoon Dr. Bond gave 
a very interesting talk on the housing 
situation of our country. She dis- 
cussed mainly conditions in New York 
City, as that is where ^e is best ac- 
quainted. The slum conditions of 
New Yoric present- a grtftsomr ptcttifc 
of the way the "other hair* lives^ 'Hie 
national government is now giving 
appropriations in an attempt to rem- 
edy this situation.

devoted solely to the CiJftsumer as 
such. The Board acts- as an aUvlBory 
body during the preparation and ad- 
ministration of the NRA codes of fair 
competition. The Board attends pre- 
liminary hearings for draftini: code^ 
for the purpose of protecting the in- 
terests of the .consumer, observ es th 
operation of the codes in actual prac- 
tice to see whether or not they give 
the consumer the protection originally 
intended, and the Bowd has set up as 
a major objective a long range pro- 
gram of consumer feducation,, The 
Board states that it "believes the con- 
sumer is not sufficiently awake to the 
industrial processes which determine 
fair price and quality in the goods he 
buys, nor to the means by which bet- 
ter standards and more economical 
distribution can be attained.". The 
Bulletin issued by the Board for th^ 
purpose of defining its functions lind 
stating how they are to b > cAi'ried out 
does jiot include sujfsestioiis for s 
program of consumer, education. 

The home economist occupies a stra- 
tegic position in regard to co.isumo; 
group. The family is the normal par 
chasing^ unit for consumer's good;-, 
iand since we are committed to a pro- 
gram of. education for family lives, 
our chief concern at the present time 
should be the difficulties confronting 
the consumer group. 

Another aspect of consumer educa- 
tion which should concern us is the 
field o f purchasing househ old services. 
Recent investigations have revealed 
insidious practices in this area ol 
household consumption. Low wages, 
long hours of service, poor living con- 
ditions are some of the evils exisiting 
in this field. So far no code has been 
adopted ^or household employees, 
though sgverftl influential groups are 
working toward this goal. 

It is easier to list the problems that 
lie in the field of consumer education 
than it is to suggest ways and means 
for solving them. 

Suggestions for the wise shopper: 

1. Acquaint yourself with as many 
practical testes for "quality and per- 
formance as possible. (Can you dis- 
tinguish weighted silk? Do you know 
the characteristics of a good paring 
knife ? What kinds of aK»tes safe best 
for pies?) 

2. Read advertisements in magE' 
zines and newspapers to learn about 
new things, improvements in well- 
known things, and to remind you of 
what ih,e market affords. 

'3. MlEike sure that the difference in 
quality or performance or appearance 
or some other attribute that you value 
justifies the difference in the prices 
asked for simliar articles, since buy- 
ing by price is not always a safe 
guide. 

4. Buy only products of known 
standard, unless you are willing to 

take the risk of being disappointed 
with your purchase. Nationally ad- 
vertised brands must maintain good 
standards if the manufacture r^ is t o 
stay in business long, and these are 
in general the best guaranties vs|e 
Jia^e iQdajt;: 

5. Read labels 'carefully — even the 
small print. Where government and

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EDITORIAL 

Cottncil-Student Cooperation 



The Flashlight wishes _to extend 
hearty coi^gmeiibilations and a sincere 
wish to co-operate with the recently 
instialled men and women's student 
councils for the years l»34-35. The 
old councils have completed a success- 
ful year, but there is still very much 
for the new councils to do. For exam- 
ple, the conduct of Uie couples in the 
new cottage has been left entirely in 
charge of the women's council. The 
cottage will be open as long as the 
students co-^erate with ^ council. 

If the old council failed in certain 

respects, it was usually due to one of 
two reasons, eitiier the council mem- 
ber? failed to take sufficient respon- 
sibility on themselves or else the stu,- 
dents did not cooperate as they should. 

The most predK>minate failing 
among students is und(Bibtedly their 
^failure to accept responsibility, care- 
lessness in performing certain neces- 
sary iKHitine, their lack of sense of 
duty and loyalty in carrying ac- 
cepted tasks. I use accepted to im- 
ply that air of these respionsibilities 
are of the student's own volition. He 
is not required to do tiiese; he does 
them because he enjoys it. If he does 
not gain son^ethAn^ fiiom these ac- 
tivities, he should not accept them. 
Council members should clearly un- 
derstand their duties and make a sin- 
cere effort to perform them. They 
shiould not exercise thefar authority 
i/np^ a domineering attitude, but rath- 
' er with the purpose of helping the 
students and of preventing trpuble- 
some situations. 

The co-operation of the students 
with the council members is just as 
importaiit to Hie success of the coun- 
cil administration. When certain 
students are prone to criticize their 
representatives on the council, they 



A SCHOOL PAPER 

The majority of students do not 
realize the value and importance of 
their school publieatioil. Editorial 

staffs the country over seem to make 
this general complaint That the pa- 
per, as a finished product means much 
to students, cannot be doubted. They 
await its appeM»nce, read it thor- 
oughly and criticise it abundantly. 
The chief vttlue that a paper can have 
in a school, is its serviceableness as 
an outlet for journalistic endeavors. 
News is diffused in many wore effi- 
cinet ways. Editorials only feebly 
reflect the thinking that instruction 
and school activities inspire. Very 
few scholastic press publications, so 
far, have enriched the field of litera- 
ture with products that m^ht have 
lasting value. the iwhool paper 
can be a stivng* social force. It is a 
medium for expression, and is to be 
appraised accordingly as it reflects 
the best endeavdrs of a student-body. 
When students fail to write for the 
paper they forfeit their critical au- 
thority. When they look to their pub- 
lication for service, information, rec- 
reation, publicity, and fail to antici- 
pate its appearance as an achievement 
peculiarly their own, they fail com- 
pletely to sense the purpose and value 
that it has for them.— The Aquin, St.

Government Aid To 
Continue This Year

The Mansfield State Steadier s Col- 
lege will offer financial aid to worthy 
stiictents through federal part-time 
employment duiing the nine months 
of the 1934-36 school year. This is a 
lesumption and anaxtension of an edu- 
cational emergency relief measure in- 
troduced and utilized at tha institu- 
tion this spring. 

Beginning in September, Dr. Iseae 
Deughton, Director of Education, will 
assign duties of a socially desirable 
nature to 12% of the student body. 

the nuinber to be eominiaaioned, 
50% will be incoming students; thus, 
new and old will share alike in oppor- 
tunity. Both young men and women 
will be employed, proportionately to 
the number of each enrolled. Wages 
will be 30c and 35c per hour and will 
go to workers in varying amounts up 
to $20 per month. 

Lately it has been impossible for 
some and difficult for other young 
men-and women to meet the cost of 
college attendance, deq[>ite fact 
that necessary expenses at a state in- 
stitution, such as Mansfield, are mod- 
erate. It is believed thai^his federal 
supplement to state aid will enable 
more of them to do so and that, as a 
result, fewer will be denied the «n- 
jk>ymwit of their ^Bwatibna l heritage.

Session was conducted during the past 
summer from June 18 to July 28; the 
opening date being a week earlier than 
the previous tmamat, During this pe- 
riod fifty courses were oflfered under 
the competent direction of twenty-five 
r^lar instmetors to 180 students.

The training schools also offered 
a particular opportunity to the chil- 
dren of the district to continue their 
education. Advanced pupils were al- 
lowed to do supplementary work^ often 
with individual tutelage, while resid- 
ed pupils we 1*0 given the chance to 
make up work missed through neces- 
sary abiettce or i(i^Ustic delinquency.

COD^i OF HONOR 
Most peopl/ agree that a cede of 
honor is a nice ideal to live up to, but 
how many of these people leally stop 
to analyze the meaning of a true code. 
PerhaiHi/^e reftWtt toy fail to think 
carefully concerning one lies in the 
fact that the code cannot generally be 
appli^ to their individual characteris- 
tics,/ aims, and interests. For in- 
starlce, it would be utterly foolish for 
us to plan a code of honor for all the 
i^d^jti In this college, because our 
personalities differ. So it is also im- 
practical for a faculty member or 
anyoneelse to dictate a specific policy 
of right livingr " However, that does 
not mean that other codes must be 
discarded; rather, that each individual 
must interpret life in his own code. 
Each persoh^dev^lopsr whether he eon- 
sciously recognizes it or not, a pat 
tern of thought which he believes is 
the ri^ht way to live. When this idea 
directly affects other people, we cal 
it a code. If others accept the princi 
pies of the code, it becomes li^cdde o^ 
honOT. 

To attempt to devise a specific code 

of honor for each student would be 
inadvisable even if it were possible. 
But two fundamental truths are worth 
repeating and worth fuither consid- 
eration by any person who calls him 
self a student and particularly for any 
student who-expects^ to teach others. 
Undoubtedly the first word thought of 
in connection with a code of honor is 
bcnesty. Honesty implies introspec- 
tive study as well as being merely ob- 
jectively honest. That is, one cannot 
be truly honest with others unless he 
is honest with himself. A good code of 
honor wKmld also include loyalty, 
which demands that one shall give a 
generous amount of his time and en- 
ergy for worthwhile activities in oiv 
der that other people may enjoy the 
results of his special abilities.

an unnecessarily great number of 
complaints which grew to such pro- 
portions that actual disloyalty to the 
school was plainly eviifent Students 
not only failed to ,/^ve constructive 
criticism, but also^' placed their own 
personal desires Izf^ore group welfare. 
A few went §</far as to ch^t and 
steal when "^dinarily, in normal 
times, they >ould hot even think of 
such pracpe; The ps^Mftlbg^ ex«^ 
plains this as due to lack of emo- 
tional adjustment . to an abnormal 
situation, which in this case is 
caused by the unusual economic 
conditions. Often times V(re, do not 
know why we commit ceitain acts, 
jwt somewhere there is a motive for 
them. Therefore, let each of us build 
a code of honor which will cause us 
to consciously think of group welfare 
in preference to jottr own selfish in- 
terests.

All But a Third of 1934 
Graduates are Placed 

t^eiiteft fig n res on ^e plaeentent 

of the graduates of last year reveal a 
laige increase over 1933 placements, 
but only a 6% gain over 1932. Un 
fortunately, the recoi-d of IdilS is de- 
ficient, but the total placement per 
centage is thought to be 457c. If this 
is so, the increase of 1934 figures over 
those of 1988 amount to 225^. 

It is not possible to draw conclu- 
sions as to what probability a gradu- 
ate, in a certain department, has of 
being placed in 1985, because eai^h de- 
partment placement varies from year 
to yeir. For example, in 1932, 29 out 
t>f 83 music graduates were placed;; 
while last ywir mily 19- out of 26 se 
cured positions. A gi aduate can, how 
ever, feel quite certain that probabil 
i^tel iA securing a position are well 
oyer 50%. The following table shows 
the placements of tWe 1934 graduates:

After clarifying the 
true value of "star-gazing", he dia- 
cussfed the advanceft made and the re- 
sults that this new 200 inch mirror, 
just removed from the annealing oyen, 
will have in the field of astronomy. 

"Not a single law of t«rrestial me- 
chanics was worked out mt^ tile laws 
of celestial mechanics were expound- 
ed." Astronomy would not be called 
practical by the individual who only 
looks a few years back, but those who 
part the curtains of a thousand or a 
liliUion years ago will find the prac- 
ticality of astronomy and the direct 
dependence o/ all our modem conven- 
iences, such as the internal ccmbus 
tion engine, on t£e (Uscoveiies in that 
field of science. Bvofi lAie law of grav 
ity would be unknown except for as- 
tronomy. The most delicate chemical 
tests are made with an instrument de- 
rived from knowledge of astronomy— 
the spectroscope. 

The extensive study of the planets 
and stars has affected not only physi- 
cal lawa but iim<g &in]diig as well. 
Philosophy and religion have been al- 
tered by this old science. The eaith 
used to be considered the center of the 
universe; but astron^jnjL^l^as enlarged 
man's knowledge of the limits of the 
universe, thereby affecting philosophy 
and religion. 

Mr. Cornish eoneluded his discussion 
in a rather unusual manner. He em- 
phasized his final statement by di- 
gressing from his subject for a few 
minutes to tile suthjeet of intomational 
feeling and war, which some say is 
inevitable. Then he made the state- 
ment that although war is threaten- 
ing now and that many nations will 
not cooperate toward further national 
ism, the scientists (the astronomers, 
the -physicists, tiio chemists, the bio- 
logists) Mfe emli^r str^^ to- 
ward a common goal— tlie adv«iee- 
ment of civilization.

Seated at a teble in the Mansfield 
Diner after the performance last - 
Wednesday evening, Shawn talked of 
the dance and dancers. He spoke 
quietly but fliuently. At close range 
and wjfhout^hie stege make-up he 
appeared merdy a quiet, seriious- 
minded, middle-aged man. He is 
slightly gray about, the temples and 
$eems at d^ose range a little falter in* 
the face than wh^ viewed as danc- 
ing. The conveisation drifted to Ni- 
jinsky and the recent biography of 
him by his wife^ Bamola Nijinricy. In 
discussing the book, Shawn said: "I 
consider it a very biased book in that 
it shows Diaghileff (Nijinsky's im- 
presario) in an unfair light. He is 
depicted only as cruel, perverted and 
egotistical. j^t, . least the author 
leveals hierself; Madame Nijinsky 
brought nothing but tragedy into his 
life. She's the type that sets out to 
get her man — and gets him. But as a 
book it's rery readable and interest- 
ing." 

Ted Shawn admires Nijinsky and 
considers him a g'eat dancer, but he 
is not in sympathy with his type of 
dancing. He looks for the bock "Bal- 
letcmania", annpimced for publication 

soon, to give un a truer lilctu t e of 

the dance. ' " 

Then Shawn spoke of art in general. 
"Of dourse in Arneiica we don't te- . 
lieve that a man has to throw himself 
into a 'temperamentel fury' to con- 
vince the world he is an artist. That 
idea is European and has been flat- 
ly overworked by biographers. It's 
being rapidly done away with in 
America. Here we believe that being 
an artist is as natural as anyOdaif 
else." Then he continued more slow- 
ly, "If one has something to give the ' 
world, he simpIOrives it, that's all." 

Shawn was enthusiastic about his 
young pianist, Jess Meeker. "Jess is 
young, of course", he said, "but cer- 
tain Boston music critics look to him 
as one of the cfmiivs Amerieaa eoin- 
posers." 

There is a rumor rampant on the 
campus that Ted Shawn-and Ruth St 
Dennis are divorced, or at least hav- 
ing matrimonial difficulties. Hiis is 
false. Since her semi-retirement and 
he having taken up work with rnale 
dancers, their occupations have k^pt 
them apart, but they always meet 
whenever circumstences allow. - 
Many have speculated about Shawn's ' 
age. He is forty-tiuee. The average 
age of his dancers ia about twenty- 
one; the youngest is seventeen. Most 
of them have been with the troupe 
only tw:o or three years and Have had 
no previous training. 

Another false notion that is Ctrcu- 

lating freely is that Shawn was once 
paralyzed in both legs and was unable - 
to move them. This is denied vehe- 
mently by his ensemble. He had diph^ 
theria, but was never paralyzed. Some 
interviewer must have made a mis- 
take, say his dancers, for they have 
never heard of any such thing. 

Ted Shawn is an onmiverous reader 
and delighte in reading to his compa- 
ny of dancers. Re reads to them 
mostly works on the dance and philo- 
sophy; Walt Whitman is a favorite. 
Life in the troupe is inHorrnal and 
family-like. Shawn, thay say, mvef 
indulges in any ten^»ei«iienti^ t^ 
rades. 

We've all wondered how they man- 
age to dance without shoes. Tbe an- 
swer is callouses. Landers says they 
can put out a cigarette with their bare 
feet and feel no pain iBhAt«m.
